Horseman 


People all over the country are 
hecoming more Western-minded 
every day. More Western-type 
clothes are being sold. more boots. 
Stetsons and Levis than ever be- 
fore. Dude ranches are having 
a field day. and all resorts are 
catering to the Western-minded. 
Time was when a man wearing 
hoots in New York would have 
caused quite a stir. Not so today. 
The whole sophisticated Fast 
wears boots these days, buys 
horses, organizes saddle clubs and 
joining associations such as the 
American Association of Sheriffs 
Posses and Riding Clubs. 

In its beginning. the AASP&RC 
had 13 posses and clubs from West 
Texas. Now it has 130 throughout 
the United States and even in 
Canada. Sheriffs Posses and Rid- 
ing Clubs of this association ride 
their steeds in parades, Palmetto 
Polo matches and __ horseback 
games. They hit the trail when- 
ever possible. Yet. despite this 
tremendous increased interest in 
things “horsey.” the horseman 
himself doesn’t seem to be getting 
enough consideration from our 
law and ordinance makers. A lot 
of towns and cities won't even 
permit a man to ride a_ horse 
down the street! 

Most towns and cities will not 
permit a horse to be kept inside 
the city limits. Even in rugged 
mountain resorts, the horse has to 
steer clear of the town. On top 
of that, these resorts are fast build- 
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ing across the trails that once 
were wilderness, where a man and 
his horse could take the Trail of 
Contentment and Solitude. 

Everywhere commercialism — is 
taking over. If there is a dollar 
to be made by fencing off a 25- 
foot lot. then the horseman is 
pushed further into the woods. 

There are over 7000 Horse Clubs 
in these United States. Only a 
few, however, have acreage of 
their own, or trail space near 
them. Many have just an arena. 
and some clubs actually have 
nothing but the nearest highway 
or the turn row of a field for 
their “trail” rides. 

We need all clubs to get to- 
gether, so that something construc- 
tive can be done. Our Association. 
the AASP&RC. has _ influenced 
legislation before. as in the case 
of getting certain Club Rodeos 
exempted from the Federal Ad- 
missions tax. We can do a tre- 
mendous amount in this case too. 
if enough are willing to fight for 
what they want and need. 

Write us what your Club has 
done and is doing to get this 
much-needed “Trail Space.” Let 
us have your ideas. Then, bound 
together as we are in the 
AASP&RC, the strength of our 
combined Association can make 
itself felt for the good of all. 
Let’s get something done to al- 
leviate this situation before it be- 
comes a hopeless task!

There is a long ranch-type log 
cabin, transported from nearby 
Simonton. that houses antiques. 
One side of the breezeway con- 
tains the large  kitchen-dining 
room of olden times, a replica in 
detail of Grandma’s days. Other 
side of the breezeway contains the 
old-time bedroom, with candle- 
sticks. kerosene lamp, water pitch- 
er and bowl, and the big portable 
clothes closets. Rag rugs, of 
course, and a cross-stitched motto 
over the wide double bed with its 
hand-made checkered — counter- 
pane. 

There is a large rodeo arena, 
with judges’ stand and a public 
address system. Flood lights too 
for night events. Antique car- 
riages on the roads—these, for

the most part, from tthe unique 
collection of Mr. J. Pabst of Hous- 
ton—and they'll stop to let you 
on or off wherever you wish. 

That’s the Past-Side for you.

A 200-foot pool alongside a 
$100,000 lodge house with a bar 
for party entertainment and party 
rooms. And 3/4 to 3-acre tracts 
on which are rapidly being built 
ranch-type homes in the modern 
manner and containing the most 
modern gadgets.

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The Jack Johnson Family 


By GENE HOLDER 


About 5 years ago | was un- 
loading an Appaloosa gelding at 
one of Central Texas’ many one- 
day trail rides. when a man came 
to a sliding stop on his horse and 
said: “Man. I love those Appa- 
loosas.” This was my introduction 
to Jack Johnson. who has since 
hecome Appaloosa King of this 
section of Texas. Before a year 
had gone by. Jack had gone to 
the National Show at Deer Lodge. 
Montana. and brought back three 
of the best Appaloosas money 
could buy. 

One of these was the twice Na- 
tional Champion SIMCOE’S CHI- 
NOOK. now senior sire in Jack’s 
cavvy of Appaloosas. Another pur- 
chase that year was the National 
Champion mare FADE AWAY N, 
for his wife Margaret. For their 
son Billy Jack. they bought 
CHIEF SMOKEY. who was also 
at the Nationals. 

The next year we were all show- 
ing at Baird. Texas. and Jack 
hought a truckload of Appaloosas 
from a man out of New Mexico. 
Jack culled this bunch of mares 
and added the good ones to his 
string. He has since combed sev- 
eral states in his search for good 
Appaloosas. When there is word 
of a good spotted horse, it doesn’t 
matter to Jack if it’s the backside 
of an Indian reservation or the 
sheer walls of a canyon. He’s on 
his way. One of these finds al- 
most threw me for a loop. 

We were doing a TV show at 
the Heart o° Texas Fair in 1955 
for the Johnny Watkins program 
and I was narrator. We had the 
horses in a huge circle half a 
block long and the show was real- 
ly getting underway as the wheel 
of colorful horses paraded past 
the camera. There were Indian 
costumes and color galore. and 
we were really putting on a show. 

In his search for Appaloosa 
horses. Jack had found an Ap- 
paloosa mule up in the Palo Duro 
canyon. Johnny looked around, 
saw the mule and asked we what 
we had there. I had had a good 
case of limher jaw up to that 
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point but. when I saw Johnny 
pull a laughing Mrs. Johnson and 
that spotted mule in for an inter- 
view. I almost took lockjaw. 
The Johnsons aren't just Appa- 
loosa people; they are horse peo- 
ple. Before the Appaloosas came 
along. they were Quarter Horse 
folks. You will also find Shetland 
ponies on their farm. and there 
is a little bunch of polka-dotted 
burros that Jack located in Mex- 
ico. One Palomino Quarter Horse 
still calls the Johnson place home. 
and in all probability will call it 
home for years to come, since he 
and Billy Jack sorta grew up to- 
gether. Then there is an old pinto

mare that is pressing close to 30 
years old—one of Jack’s first 
horses. 

Simcoe’s Chinook is fast prov- 
ing to be one of the strongest 
producing sires in the country. His 
Appaloosa get from solid color 
mares is phenomenal. One of his 
colts sold for $5000.00. and Waco 
lumber dealer J. A. (Bud) Col- 
lins turned down $3500 for a 6- 
month-old colt sired by him. 

Just to give you an example 
of the value that Jack places on 
Chinook. I will tell of a case that 
happened at one of the Val Verde 
trail rides. A man came up to 
Jack and started trying to buy 
Chinook. Jack told him: “Ma-> 
you could buy yourself a new 
Cadillac for what that horse would 
cost you.” The man then told Jack 
that if it was a Cadillac that he 
wanted for Chinook, then to go 
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JACK JOHNSON looking over the 
gate at the white filly. 


. Jack didn’t. 

One of the outstanding colts 
sired by Chinook this year is a 
half-Shetland. This littke man is 
the one that intrigued Johnny 
Baker so much at the Richland 
Hills Appaloosa Show in Fort 
Worth. You recall Johnny Baker 
wrote in the May issue of this 
magazine: “Highlight of the show 
was a little colt the Jack Johnsons 
from Waco brought in. This colt 
was by their stud Simcoe’s Chi- 
nook and out of a little grey pony 
mare . . . no bigger than an 
average dog. Actually, it attract- 
ed more attention than _ the 
$30.000 and $40,000 Quarter 
Horses at the same show.”

This little colt will be registered 
in the Pony of Americas Club 
and is a shining example of Sim- 
coe Chinook’s ability to transmit 
his qualities. For a look at this 
little watch fob. take a look at 
the Johnson ad in this issue. He 
is the little feller in front of the 
white Shetland mare. 

The Johnsons are building a 
beautiful country home in the lit- 
tle town of Robinson. on the out- 
skirts of Waco. so that they can 
live closer to their horses. Many 
of Waco’s horsemen have moved 
to that community. It is a horse- 
man’s town. with no restrictions 
on owning a horse and keeping 
him in your back yard. 

The Johnsons are in the lumber 
business. but most folks think of 
them only in terms of hoss-folks. 
IIt surprises no one to learn that 
a customer just might have to 
wait until a horse story is fin- 
ished before he can buy a load 
of lumber!

In other words, the 
RHC Registry is starting a library 
for the use of all. Address: RHC, 
Raywood, Texas. 

From now on, jockeys who wish 
to be registered with the Race 
Horse Club will have to pay $5.00 
to include back and front patches. 
with the jockey’s individual num- 
ber on the front. This is a good 
deal for a jockey, as anyone cast- 
ing an eye around for a jockey 
will see you first and know with- 
out asking that you are a reg- 
istered jockey. Such “advertising” 
helps and makes your horse look 
more important too. Dress up and 
win. 

In the near future the Registry 
will issue a new Certificate 
breeding. Horses with speed, or 
with colts with enough speed to 
run in satisfactory race horse time. 
will get FLAT RUNNING 
HORSE papers (green). 

The new yellow Certificates will 
be numbered, and horses of other 
breeds may qualify for the R.H.C. 
REGISTER OF MERIT as Using 
Horses. Only horses of some 
breeding can run, but a horse of 
any type can be a Cutting horse. 
This will give our Club members 
a chance to get any horse recog- 
nized that they think may have a 
chance for a Register of Merit. 

CORRECTION: Miss Race 
Horse Club 1958 is not a 
“Queen.” The Queens of clubs and 
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territories, also entrants of indi- 
vidual sponsors, compete each July 
for the honor of representing 
everyone in the RHC everywhere. 
The winner shall be known simply 
as “Miss Race Horse (Year).” 
Arrangements are being made 
whereby the Miss Race Horse 
Club of any year will be welcome 
at any gathering or function of 
the RHC or its chartered clubs 
free of charge for life. and to be 
introduced with honors. Any Miss 
Race Horse Club may be used as 
an honored guest at any gather- 
ing. and | imagine as time goes 
on that this will become a general 
practice. It should be a practice 
for each club to write an invita- 
tion to each Miss Race Horse

O. K.. so I lost my temper at 
the action of the Heart O° Texas 
Rodeo manager in regard to the 
Grand Entry. Not being gifted 
with the ability to keep my mouth 
shut when I feel that my friends 
and I are being used as pawns. 
I wrote a letter to the Editor of 
the Waco Times Herald. Now this 
little epistle was all but forgotten 
when... bang! A few days before 
the Rodeo, there appears a two- 
column caption in the June 
TEXAS HORSEMAN. So help 
me, next thing I know. I’m mak- 
ing the front page. 

I had written the Editor of the 
T. H. and told her not to get me 
into another fight. But what did 
I see when I opened the June 
T. H. to find out who the purty 
little Cover Gal is? You're right. 
I didn’t find out till a couple of 
days later who she was. All that 
I could see was: WHAT! NO 
GRAND ENTRY? 

Most horse magazines print his- 
tory but, when you write for the 
Ole T. H. Brand, you have to 
print news. I knew this because 
I have been writing for the 
TEXAS HORSEMAN ever since 
Vol. 1, No. 1. and _ therefore 
shouldn't have relied on the postal 
service. I should have made a 
person-to-person phone call. Man. 
that Ella Barnett is fast on the 
draw. 

Now. in defense of my latest 
crusade. The Heart O° Texas Fair 
is owned by McLennan County. 
There are 11 clubs in this county 
alone. and close to 30 clubs in 
the Central Texas area within a 
50-mile radius of Waco. I should 
have said that the H. O’ T. Fair 
GROUNDS are owned by McLen- 


nan County, because at this time 
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no future Fair is planned. Today, 
the second largest coliseum in 
Texas is just a one-night stop for 
barnstorming musicians. 

Restrictions placed on the horse- 
men to this years Rodeo made 
me feel that the Fair Board was 
trying to put hobbles on its most 
most active supporters. There was 
no Trail Ride; there was no Open- 
ing Parade: and the news story 
given out by the Fair Manager 
said there would be little or no 
Grand Entry. That meeting of pro- 
test was called only after a group 
of horsemen had asked me to call 
it. Before that time | was voicing 
only my own opinion, that of a 
tax-paying McLennan County citi- 
zen. because it is the taxpayers 
who have the job of paying for 
the defunct Fair. 

My contention was and is: Let 
everybody ride. The Rodeo is held 
to make money. and if Pop rides 
Ole Paint in the Grand Entry. 
then Mama and the kids will be 
up in those high-priced seats wav- 
ing to him as he comes around. 
Then there are those clubs that 
have ridden in the Trail Rides to 
help promote the Fair. Things 
would have been pretty raw if 
those folks had driven 50 to 60 
miles to ride this year only to be 
told to go home. that it wasn't 
their night to ride. 

However. inasmuch as Waco’s 
Operation Grand Entry gained 
such nation-wide publicity, I 
hasten to add that everything was 
ironed out nicely before Opening 
Day of the Heart O° Texas Rodeo 
and we had our Grand Entry. A 
tight squeeze. but we made it. 


But here’s one more thing, and 
a most important one at that: 
Pastures are getting smaller and 
trails are getting shorter, not only 
in the horse-loving State of Texas. 
hut all over the nation. Little or 
nothing is being done to promote 
state-owned trails. This is some- 
thing to be considered by the 
breeder as well as the club rider. 
If a man has no place but a busy 
highway on which to ride, then 
he isn’t going to buy a horse. 

Within 10 miles of where I live. 
there is a State Park with two 
entrances and two signs that read: 
NO HORSES ALLOWED. Wheth-
